seven Southeast Missouri cotton- 
producing counties, where 18,700 
members of agricultural workers’ 
families are living in a condition of 
wretched destitution, has been 
called to the attention of the So- 
cia] Security Commission in a re- 
port by V. S. Harshbarger of Sike- 


ston, District Commission Supervi- 
sor, with the purpose of securing 
increased relief allotments. 

The situation has arisen as a re- 
sult of a $5,000,000 drop in the dis- 
trict’s 1937 cotton crop incOme—as 
compared with last year’s—an in- 
flow of farm workers due to the 
increased cotton acreage planted 
last year, and other factors ad- 
versely affecting the meager nor- 
mal earnings of the cotton-farm 
population, 

The destitute constitute 9 per 
cent of the total population of the 
cotton counties, This percentage is 
significant. In St. Louis, 24,000, or 
only 8 per cent of the population, 
are on the direct relief rolis, and 
rural communities generally have 
fewer on relief than cities. 

More on Rolls This Month. 

In the. seven cotton-producing 
counties, there were 11,587 individ- 
uals on the December relief rolls, 
as shown by the records of the 
State Social Security Commission. 
The allotment was $17,224 or $1.48 
a person for the month, 

For January, the estimated num- 
ber is 12,780 and the estimated al- 
location $18,990, or again only. $1.48 
for each‘person. The January fig- 
ures are subject to revision. 

Besides the 12,780 receiving the 
thin veneer of $1.48 assistance, 
through which hunger and suffer- 
ing is easily visible, 6000 additional 
persons have applied for . relief. 
These cases are pending for investi- 


requests of 2000 persons are on file, | an 


statistical division of the . State 
commission was unable to furnish 
a@ report on the exact number of ap- 
plications from the entire cotton 
section. 

The total requiring, or at least 
applying for help, to be reached in 
‘February, when the scanty agricul- 
tural labor now undone is exhaust- 
ed along with remaining earnings, 
is expected to be 20,000, Harshbarg- 
er said today. His~ report. points 
out the situation is becoming in- 
creasingly acute. 

Last September, there were 7370 
individuals on the relief rolls of the 
commission in the seven counties. 
Disbursement was $12,037, or an 
average of $1.62 to each person for 
the month. Since then the number’ 
of enrolled and applications have 
mounted steadily. 

Landlords Urge Help. 

Subjects. of relief are the day 
farm laborer, who is in the major- 
ity, the saare-cropper, next in num-. 
ber, and minorities of tenant-farm- 
ers who failed to make a profitable 
crop, and community industrial 
workers of branch factories and 
small industries, laid off because of 
the business depression. 

Urging county relief officials to 
appeal for additional funds are 
many land-owning planters, a some- 
what unusual situation; Harshbarg- 
er said. The attitude of many cot- 
ton planters heretofore has been 
unfavorable. toward public relief 
for agricultural workers, in the be- 
lief it contributes to the worker's 
independence of the planter. 

At a recent meeting in. Pemiscot 
County, planters urged Harshbarg- 
er to apply for additionah funds, 
stating there were more destitute 
labprers in the county than éver be- 
fore, and they feared muca petty 

thievery and stormy hunger up- 
risings. Planters in various areas 
of the county were particularly hard 
hit this year by adverse agricul- 
tural conditions. 
Share-Cropper Hard Hit. 

Numbers of share-croppers in 
this county, as well as in other 
parts of the State’s cotton lands, |

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1L.—An ap- 
palling picture of farm destitution, 
growing out of long-time drouth 
conditions, recent farm mechaniza- 
tion and now sharply accentuated 
by the industrial decline, was given 
to. tHe special Senate Committee in- 
vestigating unemployment by Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace to- 

day. | 
As Wallace filled in details of the 
picture, it could scarcely have ap- 


peared darker. And the Secretary 
concluded his prepared statement 
with th. frank declaration that 
“neither local nor Federal agencies 
have the means to cope” with the 
situation. 

First Wallace pointed to certain 
centers of rural destitution arising 
from unusual crop or weather con- 
ditions, particularly in North and 
South Dakota and Montana where 
in many counties more than ‘half of 
the population’ is living on ‘mini- 
mum subsistence grants from the 
Department of Agricuture. An 
acute need has arisen in Nebraska 

cornicrop was cut more¢ 
half from July to 
Fall in Farm Prices. 

But while the problem in these 
special areas is urgent—in many in- 
stances. desperately : urgent—"“they 
are overshadowed by the nation- 
wide growth of rural relief needs 
caused by the recent slump in farm. 
prices.” Since December pf 1936, 
Wallace added, farm prices have 
dropped from 126 per cent of the 
pre-war level to 104 per cent of the 
pre-war level. The present level is 
about 30 per cent below that of 
1929, 

The. committee .with Senator 
Hatch (Dem.). of New Mexico, act- 
‘ing as temporary chairman in the 
absence of Senator Byrnes of South 
Carolina, showed particular inter- 
est in the facts presented by Wal- 
lace about farm: mechanization. A 
recent W PA survey in tlowa 
showed that more than 3300 me- 
chanical corn pickers had been sold 
in that State during the last . two 
years and, Wallace said, it ‘was 
estimated that 15,000. to 20,000 agri- 
cultural laborers were thrown out 
of work last fall in Iowa alone. 

Machines in Cotton Belt. 

“Tn the cotton belt,” the Secre- 
tary said, “tractors are creating al- 
most equally serious difficulties. 
This problem has become particu- 
larly acute in Eastern Texas and 
certain parts of Arkansas. In one 
Texas district, including 12 coun- 
ties, 142 farm families obtained re- 
lief from the W P A during No- 
vember. An additional 247 families, 
for whom no assistance was avail- 
able, were called to the attention 
of the Texas Relief Commission. 
Many of these declared that they 
had been thrown out of work. by 
tractors, and had never before ap- 
plied for relief or W P A employ- 
ment.” : 

Speaking extemporaneously when 
he had finished reading his _ state- 
ment, Wallace developed his favor- 
ite theme. of the unbalance between 
the profits of corporations, the em- 
ployment of labor and agricultural 
purchasing power: The . abrupt 
stoppage of Government spending 
had something to do with the pres- 
ent decline, Wallace said.

The menace to health and morals 
created by the indiscriminate hous- 
ing together of boys in the juvenile 
detention room in the basement of 
the St. Louis County Courthouse 
was the subject of protest by the 
County Women’s Chamber of Com-

Christy's ghosts wrote for some 
robust figures of the sport world. 
Babe Ruth, for instance, had 
-many ghosts, ineluding Ford 
Frick, now president of the Na- 
tional League. Others who per- 
mitted use of their names over 
articles actually written by news- 
‘paper men were Connie Mack, 
Rogers Hornsby, the late John 
McGraw, Lou Gehrig, Gabby 
Street, Frankie Frisch, Bill Me- 
Kechnie, Walter Johnson and 
Dizzy Dean. 

There was one important rea- 
son, of course, for the use of 
ghosts. The Ruths and the Deans 
and the Hornsbys never could 
have turned out, with the neces- 
Sary speed and polish, the stories 
that were flashed to all parts of 
the country, while the dust of the 
gridiron, diamond or ring ‘was 
still in the air. In fact, most of 
them couldn’t have written one 
story a year, much less a story 
a day. 

Walsh was more conscientious 
than most of the dealers in ghost- 
written articles, He insisted that 
each ghost must have a speal-ing 
acquaintance with the man for 
whom he was ghosting. He 
strived always to make the ghost- 
written articles reflect the opin- 
ions and thoughts, if any, of the 
athlete. Of course there fre- 
quently were difficulties. 

> * * 


Ghosting Along. ' 
HROUGH the years, the writ- 
er ghosted for a few of Chris- 
ty Walsh's “trained ‘seals” as 

they were called bythe tolerant 
press box. There was Rogers 
Hornsby, when he managed the 
Cardinals of 1926; Bill McKechnie 
in 1928 and Gabby. Street in 1930 
and 1931. We were the ghost. of 
Dizzy Dean in 1934 and through 
part of 1935, after which Dizzy 
didn’t need a ghost. In fact, we 
remember that we were two 
ghosts in 1934—one for Old Diz 
and another for Herr Frankie 
Frisch, 

The most difficult task was 
ghosting for Hornsby. The. Ra- 
jah was a man of few words— 
that is, few words that you could 
get by the copy desk. Nor was 
he a man of great imagination. 
After a ball game, when we went 
to get his ideas for the Hornsby 
masterpiece, he would say about 
the same thing each day, de- 
pending on whether the game 
was won or lost. 

“Well, we sure got the tar 
knocked out of us,” Rog would 
say after a defeat. At _ least, 
that’s about as near as we can 
paraphrase decently what he 
said. Or, if the Cardinals won, 
he wouid reverse it and. say, 
“Well, we gave ‘em a good beat- 
ing; just say that.” 

Then the ghost would have to 
cross-question the Rajah about 
what he considered the. turning 
point in the game, the outstand- 
ing players, and invariably he'd 
crack back about the same way, 
saying: “For criminy sakes, you 
saw the ball game; didn’t you? 
Well, why the why ask me them 
questions?” After a few days,

RULE ON STYMIE 
MAY RESULT IN 


ENGLISH BOARD 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 11.—You can 
look for an open break between the 
world’s two great golf-governing 
bodies—the United States Golf As- 
sociation and the Royal and An- 
cient Club of St. Andrews—if the 
American rulers persist in tinker- 
ing with the stymie rule, 

There is bound to be a show- 
down some time between two such 
powerful, opinionated bodies, and 
the U. 8. G. A.’s sudden decision to 
“experiment” with a new stylmie 
regulation ‘during the coming year 
is likely as not to set it off. 

There’s no “give”. to the Royal 
and Ancient about the stymie. The 
old Scottish stronghold of the game 
regards it as an elemental feature 
of golf, and it will never budge. 
Henry Gullen, who for 20 years has 
been secretary of the R. and A., 
repeatedly gave this reporter only 
one answer to all suggestions for 
abolition or modification of the 
stymie. 

“The ball must be played as it 
lies. That’s the first rule of golf— 
and the last.” 

May Endanger Team Play. 

Knowing full well how the “old 
lady” of golf feels, the American 
body. has, nevertheless, ruled that 
for the next year its players may 
lift the “inside” bail on the green 
if it is within six inches of the cup. 
Furthermore, the Royal and An- 
cient wasn’t even asked for its ap- 
proval, © 

“We are saving our comment for 
the United States Golf Association 
when and if they ask for it,” Gul- 
len told the Associated Press. 
Henry Cotton, the British open 
champion, commented angrily on 
the experiment. British opinion is 
almost unanimous. 

Team play between the two coun- 
tries may in time become seriously 
endangered if the U. 8S. G. A, for- 
mally adopts the new rule . year 
from now. The American Walker 
Cup team will not. be. permitted to 
do any “lifting” when it plays. the 
British next summer at St. An- 
drews. There are bound to develop 
what the British call “incidents” in 
the years to come. 

There have in the: past been mild 
disagreements between the Ameri- 
cai end British organizations. The 
R. and A., for instance, has remained 
eold to the American experiments 
on the size and weight of the ball. 
But this is the first time the VU. 58. 
G. A. has jumped the traces on a 
fundamental rule 

Opposed to Rule Changes. 

British sportsmen, one learns in 
close association, simply are inher- 
ently opposed to rule changes of 
any sort. Jeff Dickson, the old [iis- 
sissippi boy who promotes boxing 
on the other side, tried te introduce 
the “no foul” rule to London fans 
two winters ago, and the-resultant 
uproar was so loud and so vicious 
that Dickson has never been back. 

Now Ed Foster, secretary of the 
Nation.* Boxing Association, is on 
his way to London \.ith a. satchel 
full of the “foul-proof” appliances 
and a glowing determination to 
make the British boxing solons .cee 
the light. He'll come back a. sad- 
der but wiser man. 

They wouldn't have it t >fore, and 
after what happened to Freddie 
Steele in his bout with Fred Apos- 
toll at the Garden the other night, 
when a wild blow nearly paralyzed 
the champion’s leg, the British box- 
ing fathers might run Foster right 


out of town. 


McGovern Modifies His Stand 


Against Aid to College Star 


By the Associated Press. 

SOUTH BEND, Ind., Jan. 11.— 
Judge John T. MeGovern of New 
York, one of the authors of the 
famed “Bulletin 23” issued in 1928 
by the Carnegie Foundation con- 
demning “proselyting” of college 
athletes, modified his stand against 
athiete-aid in an address at the 
eighteenth annual testimonial din- 
ner for Notre Dame’s football team 
here last night. 


“Baseball was once the symbol of 
youth in athletic fields of Ameri- 
ca,” McGovern said, “but in recent 
years football has taken its place.” 

The transition, he said, has 
brought many changes in the ath- 
letic scene and the methods with 
which colleges conduct their athletic 
program, “If any boy naturally 
wants to enter Notre Dame or any 


other school and requires the help 


of an alumnus to matriculate, I can 
see nothing wrong with it,” he said.
